From sources close to the city ad- 
‘ministration it was learned yester- 
day that the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment would appoint a 
committee to “study” the Unter- 
meyer transit plan when it meets 
next Thursday as a preliminary 
move to killing the measure.
